5 The Pursuit and Arrest of 
Surra 


The arrest in Egypt of John H. Surratt, 
one of the conspirators to assassinate the late 
President Lincoln, is one of the most remark- 
able eyents in the history of crime. For two 
long years has he wandered up and down the 
sarth, not only haunted by his, guilty con- 
science, but pursued und tracked: through all 
disguises by the Government, whose laws he 
had offendéd. Immediately after the assas- 
xination he fled to Canada, thence across the 
broad ocean to Liverpool, and finally took ref- 
uge as u vonave soldier in the army of the 
Pope of Rome. Finding himself discovered 
and arrested, he broke from his pursuers, fled 
to Naples, and thence to Egypt, by way of 
the Island of Malta. 

The diplomatic correspondence recently 
transmitted to Congress by the Presideht, dis- 
closes one A the most remarkable and finally 
xuccesstul pursuits of n fugitive from justice 
on record. But it discloses. some other 
things which are worthy of note. Notwith- 
standing our country has no extradition treaty
